To prevent this from happening, we suggest you always use the following 
procedure for loading ULCBAS (ignore steps 1 , 2 and 3 on page 3 of your 
ULCBAS Owner's Manual). 

1 . Reset the Computer, and prepare the recorder to play the ULCBAS side 
of the tape. 

2. Type in the following instructions (the underlined material is provided 
by the computer - do not type it in): 


> SYSTEM BjHjg 

ji ulcbas Q2EQD 

3. The Computer will now load the tape. After the load is complete, type: 


READY 

In the next line, the value of "xxx" depends on how much RAM is in your 
system.
